A letter from Miss Myrtle Young of 
Dunreith caused Alvin Keefer, whoso 
dead body with the head and one leg 
severed, was found in 
Connersx ille 
yesterday, to be identified. The gen 
era! tone of the missive indicated that 
they 
were 
sweethearts. 
Keefer's 
body was found along the railroad 
track, and was apparent that he had 
met his death while attempting 
to 
board a train for his home. 
He had 
been attempting to find work in Oon- 
nersville the dav before. 


YYhile working in a small field ad­ 
joining hi> home, Frank Darnell, age 
forty-seven years, was struck by a 
bolt of lightning and instantly killed 
last evening between five 
and 
six 
o’clock. 
Mr. Darnell lived a short 
distance southwest of the city near 
the old brick yard. 
It w a s tlie first thunder storm of 
the year here that cost a life. 
Dar­ 
nell had been working in the field ncai 
bis house all afternoon, and 
when 
the rain began to fall about 
five 
o’clock, not, heeding, lie continued at 
bis task. 
Mrs. Darnell noticed that the rain 
was falling fast and expressed some 
concern for her hiisband. One of her 
“children looked out the window and 
said he was still at work. 
After the 
lightning had flashed two or# three 
times, and the rain began to fall in 
torrents. Mrs. Darnell >ent her son 
to the field with a rain 
coat, 
and 
sent a message to her husband that 
he oome into the house at once. 
The son went to the place where 
he had seen his father working and 
found him prone upon the grouud. 
The hoy was 
panic 
stricken, 
and 
thinking hi^ father was badly injured 
when lie would not reply to questions, 
rushed 
hack t<> 
the 
house. 
Other 
members of the family Mere sum­ 
moned, and it was found 
that he 
was dead. 
* 
A member of the family hurried to 
this city to notify the coroner. They 
left the body lying out in the storm, 
fearing that it would be a violation 
of the law to move it 
before 
the 
coroner 
arrived. 
Dr. 
Lowell 
M. 
Green was communicated with, 
and 
lie told members of the household to 
carry the body to the house. 
Coroner A. G. Shauek arrived liom 
his home in Arlington later 
in 
the 
evening, and during the examination 
he found that not a hone in Mr. Dar­ 


nell's body had been broken. 
A >lit 
of two inches wide was torn out of 
the left arctic 
overshoe, 
the 
full 
length of the shoe, where the light­ 
ning had passed out of his body and 
into the fround. The light arctic shoe 
was torn into small bits. 
Coroner A. G. Shauek 
says 
that 
Air. Darnell attracted lightning be- 
i-auA lie hpd been working in 
the 
rain long enough for his clothes to 
become soaked with water, and lie 
held a >teel hand saw. These things, 
and the fact that he was in an open 
field, were given as reasons by 
the 
coroner for 
the 
lightning 
striking 
him. 
Darnell was a native of Kentucky 
and has not lived in Rushville town- 
sliip many years, lie lost a child last 
summer, and only last Saturday Mrs. 
Darnell gave birth to an infant. She 
suffered a severe shock. 
The first thunder storm of the sea­ 
son was especially severe. 
One bolt 
of lightning seemed to Rushville peo-. 
pie to have struck something in this 
vicinity, and it is believed that it was 
this one 
which 
caused 
Darnell’s 
death. 
Mr. Darnell is survived by a wid­ 
ow, a son. Glass, and 
an 
infant 
daughter. 
He was a member of the 
Alain Street Christian 
church 
and 
served as member 
of 
the 
official 
board of the church at the time of

About the latter part 
of January he drew his wages from 
Headrick, the amount being about 
$183, and went to Lewisville, where 
he deposited practically all of this in 
the Lewis\iiie bank. 
After a month’s stay in Lewisville 
he returned to the Headrick farm, 
where he worked for two weeks. But 


l a s t Saturday he again left the farm 
and came into Lewisville.

Noga les, Ariz., Ma rch 14.—During a 
lull in the a tta ck upon the federa l ga r­ 
rison defending Noga les, Sonora , En­ 
rique Obregon, comma nder of the So­ 
nora rebel troops, sa id: "We ha v e just 
been feeling them out; we a re g oing 
to fight in a little while.” 
Through- 
out the ba ttle Noga les, Ariz., a nd Nog­ 
a les, Sonora , were under rifle fire. The 
federa ls defending the Mex ica n town 
replied energetica lly to the rebel fire 
a nd ma na ged to hold their positions 
for sev era l hours, but fina lly their out­ 
posts were forced ba ck. 
Throughout the ba ttle bullets fell on 
the Arizona side of the line a nd ma ny 
houses were struck in the Arizona 
town, a nd sev era l people were wound­ 
ed. 
An America n soldier on border 
gua rd duty wa s shot in the stoma ch. 
The dea d a nd wounded on the Mex i­ 
ca n side of the line is v a riously esti­ 
ma ted. 
Ov er twenty wounded a re in 
the hospita l on the Arizona side of the 
line, a lmost a ll of them from the fed 
era l comma nd a t Noga les. A num­ 
ber of the less ba dly wounded refused 
to quit the firing line. 
The rebels left 
gome dea d on the field, but ca rried 
most of their wounded ba ck with them 
when they retired to a grea ter dis- j 
lance. 
At tha t time their comma nder, j 
Obregon, ma de the decla ra tion tha t 
his ma in comma nd would soon be 
brought up for the a tta ck, since he ha d 
lea rned the position of the federa ls. 
A few hours la ter the rebel a tta ck 
wa s renewed a nd the federa ls were 
driv en ba ck from their outer redoubts.

But the 
newspaper 
public is a 
fickle one. and how often is it the 
case that one who has been spared > 
the terrible blow of public exposure 
turns on the paper which has pro­ 
tected him and roundly censures it | 
for shielding another as deserving 
as himself. 
Speaking recently at Notre Dame 
university on the subject of suppress­ 
ing news, James Iveeley, managing 
editor of the Chicago Tribune, -aid : 
“I have little sympathy with the 
myopic individuals who

ed about crime, crime

18—-If any officer or person 
charged with the performance of any 
duty under the provisions of this act. 
shall he guilty of any fraudulent act 
or omission in relation to such duty, 
such officer shall be deemed guilty 
of an official fraud, and for every 
such offense shall forfeit and pay not 
less than one hundred nor more than 
one thousand dollars, to which may 
be added imprisonment in the county 
jail of the proper county, not exceed­ 
ing six months.
